Chemical Action Cause of 


Trouble at Traction 


Power Station. 


Ignited by spontaneous combustion 


two weeks ago, a great mass of coal 
stored on the premises of the Fort 
Wayne and Wabash Valley Traction 
company's power station on Spy Run 
avenue, has 
been 
slowly burning 


since that time. Thus far all efforts 
to extinguish the fire have been un- 
availing, though it has been controlled 
to a great extent,' and it is believed 
will soon be entirely wiped out. 


From 7,000 to 8,000 tons of coal were 


in the mass, which at some points was 
thirty feet in height. Chemical action 
far down in the great heap ignited the 
coal, and the "pockets" of fire have 
been slowly eating their way to the 
surface. 
Heavy 
streams 
of 
water 


poured upon the mountain of coal had 
little effect, the heat of the buried 
fire transforming the water into steam 
before it could reach the deep-seated 
pockets of tire. A big force of men 
has been kept at work in the effort to 
quench the smoldering fire.

_dred members,, of _the Men/s_clul> of 
"the First, Presbyterian" church last 


evening E. F. Trefz, of the Sheldon 
Commercial school at Chicago, in a 
forceful and emphatic address 
that 


really resolved itself into a discourse 
upon character, declared that any man 
can be in this world just what he de- 
termines and that the making and suc- 
cessful 
carrying out of a business 


proposition depends upon the man be- 
hind it. Also lie stated that the em- 
ployer's responsibility to his employes 
extends farther than the pay roll and 
that the successful business man can 
•te no other than one who has a deep 
regard for his fellowmen. 


Those that went to the church last 


evening did so with the expectation 
of listening to a treat and in no wise 
•were they disappointed. Mr. Trefz 
spoke in a pleasing and certain way, 
always comprehensible and emphatic 
and at times with great vigor. He 
holds a chair- in the commercial school 
at Chicago and last evening he ad- 
vanced numerous arguments 
why a 


man intending to embark in the com- 
mercial life should have just as much 
and thorough a preparation 
as the 


man who intends to be a minister of 
the gospel or a Jawycr. "Ninety-five 
per cent of the men that embark in 
the commercial life are failures," said 
•Mr. Trefz, "merely because they have 
not had sufficient training and have 
not the stamina within them. Any 
man can make a success if he will 
but only make the proper sacrifices 


and be willing to wait to reap the re- 
ward." 


Regard for Fellowmen. 


In opening his address the speaker 


used as an example of the man -who 
is not a power for righteousness in 
his community one who will erect an 
average tenement house, pack hun- 
dreds of families in it and have no 
•egard for the betterment of those 
whom he has as tenants. A commu- 
nity that devotes itself to the welfare 
and health of the people was labelec 
as one of the best investments in the 
ATorld. Good business can only result 
from goodness and profit from busl 
ness, said Mr. Trefz, and the man
